LORD ROSEBERY ON THRIFT.

THRIFT AND CHARACTER, 


Lord Rosebery, on the 28thult., attended the 
annusl meeting of the Edinburgh Savings 
Bank, which was held at. Edinburgh and 
delivered on interesting address ‘on thrift. 
After a few prefatory remarks His Lordship 
saidf—' |. 
~ ‘Now, on these occasions the mover of the report, 
as I observa my son did last year, is expected 
to say afew words upon thrift... Thrift is one 
of those virtues—there are, perhaps, more than 
we think—which it ie much. easier to preach 
about than to practise. To a-Scottish audience, 
our roputation in the. world being what it is, it 
would seem almost like carrying coals to New- 
castle to advocate thrift in any shape or form. 
I will’content myself with repeating in the | 
words ‘of .Shakespear¢—and they comprehend, 
after all; the whole truth of the matter—that 


cumulation of. substance, but because of thefoun-. 
dotion and atrengthoning of character... (Cheers.) 
Now, I em not anxious to say a great deal'on 
this oceasion from tha financial point of view. 
Dy definition of thrift will be this—getting full 
value for your money end looking ahead ; but, of 
course, the historic definition which has given 
so much comfort and encouragement to thou- 
sands is that of Mr. Micawber, and J copied ont 
the words last night to be perfectly certain that 
I should have them right this“morning, with 
the, disastrous result that I got so interested in 
“David Copperfield” that I found. it difficult 
to return to ‘the consideration of thrift. 
(Laughter) What did Mr. Micawber say to 

avid Copperfield’ on famous ceccasion P 
“Annual income £20, annus) expenditure 
£19 19s,.6d.; result, happiness.” _(Laughter.) 
“Angnal income £20, annual’ expenditure 
£20 Os. 6d.; result, misery.” (Laughtor.) Well, 
I suppose that that is practically true. It 
means in reality that » man who is beforohand 
with the world, in however small a’ degree, 
occupies a ye different position, relatively to 
the rest of the world, from the man who is: 
behind hand with it to however: small sn extent. 
Of course, from tho financial point of view of 
thrift, all know very well that it is the founds- 
tion of all opulence, all prosperity, aven of those 
colossal fortanes which we hear of in America 
but which we nevér realize in this country. 
(Langhter:) It.is perfectly trae, I think, that 

ry. Andrew Carnegie, who. began in the very 
homblest circumstances of life in the town of 
Dunfermline, has “worked “his way up to a 
colossal fortune, which I cannot attempt to 
estimate, but which I.know by his benoficent 
expenditure must be enormous, maialy by 
beginning with thrift. This morning in’ the 
newspapers we had another example: of a flad 
who'landed in Sonth Carolina 63 years ago with 
12s, in his pocket and died leaving ten millions 
sterling yesterday.. I do not mean to 


it ‘was’ by ‘mere thrift. that these colossal 
fortunes have been accumulated; but I am here 
to arguc, ond it ia my profound faith, that 
they were -in - the. commencement . founded 
on thrift, and nothing but thrift, A amall but 
substantial sum was accumulated, which was so 
utilized by the genius of speculation as to amass 
these enormous fortunes, Now, I' want to make 
an exception before I go'any fnrther. What- 
ever thrift is, it is notavarice. . There is a broad 
distinction between’ thrift and avarice. Mr. 
Micawber in ‘his definition expressly, as it seems 
tome, excludes avarice, because the aecumulation 
of sixpence at the ond. of the. year, which he 
indicates 8 amounting to. happiness, would 
certainly not satisfy any dream of avarice. But 
avarice is not generous, and, after all, it is the 
thrifty people who are generous. (Cheers.) . All 
true generosity: can only proceed from thrift 
because it is no generosity to give money which 
‘does not bolong to you, as is the caso with the 
unthrifty ;:and I venture to say that of ull the 
great philanthropists, all the great finsncial 
benefactors. of their species of whom “we have } 
any record, the most geherous have been thrifty | 
men, (Choors.) Now I-pass from the financi | 
value of th ift, which to ine is not.the greatest, 
to that which results in the’ formation of 
charactor. . . : ,

Some of the poorest in our country would 
shrink from the. manner of life which was 
endured by. some of the noblest in those 
days, We should not care to share their 
piivations, but we should not be unwilling to be 
convinced that we possess their independence. 
their self-reliance, and their self-respect (cheers) ; 
and E regard that as the greatest blessing result- 
ing ont of. thrift—independence of character. 
ether Scottish pride arose'out of Scottish 
thrift; or whether Scottish thrift arose out of, 
Scottish prido, I really cannot decide: but.they 
are closely intertwined, so closely that you can- 
not, pethaps, separate them. But at any rate, 
the combination produced a character that has 
governed the conntry.: (Cheers.) When we 
talk of thrift producing character we are oquall: 
at a loss.to know whether it is not thrift that is

hother these qualities produce’ thrift, ‘or 
whether they ‘are produ by thrift, I will 
not venture to say: but, atany rate, of this Iom 
cortain, that they are inseparably intertwined. 
You remember what the last words were of 
Oliver Goldsmith—one of the greatest geninses 
that ever lived in this island. You remember he 
wrote, the * Vicar of Wakefield,” that master- 
piece which has survived so many masterpieces, 
he wrote the “ Vicar of Wakefield,” if I remem- 
ber aright, to. pay off a creditor, his landlady, or 
another, and he was always in. financial dif + 
ties. When he ley dying, some one said to him, 
“Ts your mind at ease?” He replied, “ No,. it ia 
not.” Those were his last recorled words, You 
may be quite sare that if he had united genius 
to thrift his last words would have been some-

THE CRIMINALITY OF. WASTE. 

But there is, st any rate, one sort of thrift 
which is in the power of the very 
which is to refrain from waste. If I wanted to 
train a child to be:thrifty as I have apparently 
my eldest son—(laughter) I should teach him to 
abhor waste, I-do not mean waste of money. 
‘That cures itself because very soon there is no 
money to waste, but I mean waste of material, 
waste of something which ia useful, which may 
not represent any money value to the waster. 
There i8 waste of whut does not belong to us, 
which is a very common form of waste. There ‘ 


‘ia 3 waste of water. Now Edinburgh, ought to | 


know something about the waste of water. I< 
ani not speaking of the waste caused by the pollu- 
tion of your rivers, though that, perhaps, is the 
most criminal form of waste which éxists in our 
midst, Chere is not a‘river which Hows round - 
Edinburgh—which flows through Mid-Lothian 
~that is not hopelessly and wantonly polluted, 
so that it cannot be used for any cleanly purpose: 
T am not speaking of waste of water in that 
avay, but waste in private families among 
individuals, a wasté of that precious element 
which compels. Edinburgh to yo seeking every 
20, years or so for a. mew source of water 
supply, I remember being a member -of a 
amall municipolity of a small town in- the 
south of England. When this question of 
waste came before us we found that water was 
allowed to run, and that every form of waste was 
indulged in, because it cout nothing, and so the 
result was a water famine that summer.” Again, 
let us take the waste of gas-and things of that 
kind. I believe that the Edinburgh town 
council ‘recently adopted a> stringent . messure 
for the prevontion of tho’ waste. of gas—but I 
am not resident: in tho city, and so have not 
exptrienced this rigour but at any rate, we sll: 
of-us must seo that-there ia aconstant waste of 
things which cost nothing to waste, and. this is, 
in reality un offence agsinst oursdlves and . 
ainst the oconomy of the whole: world. Now, 
if you teach your children to be thrifty, I would 
beg you to impress on them the criminality of 
waste. .(Cheers.) : Loo : 
_ WHE EXAMPLE OF. GREAT MEN. 

Now what is the example we learned from 

great men in thia respect? I will take three 


foremost’ men of. their countries in the last by 


contury and ‘s half. I will take Washington, 
Frederick the Great, and: Nepoleon—Washing- 
ton os thrifty a man of business ag. ever lived ;- 
Frederick the Great, more than thrifty; 
Napoleon, thrifty in detail to the utmost possible 
extent. And them I take three other names— 
thres names familiar’ .to us Scotamen, three

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difficulty. I take Burns, Waltor ‘Scott, ond 
Gladstone. Of course, the toughest nut to 
crack is Burns.. Wo, worshippers of Burns, are 
not accustomed to think of him os thrifty; and, | 
undoubtedly, from some points of view, he was 
not thrifty, though he had uncommonly little. 
to be thrifty upon. But no one can see tho 
enormous, output.of work that Burns did without ° 
seeing that he must. have hads great thrift of 
time which is, perhaps, the most important form 
in which we can bo thrifty. But I will obandon 
Burns as a difficult’ subject. (Laughter.) 
Walter Scott, as we know, died ruined, but - 
Walter Scott was eminently thrifty. ‘The 
trouble with Walter Scott- was that he was 
ambitious and endeavoured to found too large a 
stracture. upon his labour. His. thrift went 
into business which he did not, understand, and 
therefore the whole structure toppled over. Of 
Mr. Gladstone I can speak from personal 
knowledge: There was n0 man so careful and, 
thrifty in his expenditure, combined with great 
generosity and Hberality. But no man who ever 
saw that: great man st work could believe that it 
was anything but.a sin to waste anything, 
especially time. (Cheers.) 

: THE THRIFT OF EMPIRES. 

Now I want to take you to a larger sphere of ~ 
thrift; and that, efter all, is tho main point on 
which I wish to insist to-day. All great Em- 
pires have been thrifty. All great Empires” 


Yi that wore meant to continue, to abide, were 


thrifty, Taking the Roman Empire, which, in 
some respects, a8 a central empire, wes the 
greatest in history, it lay like on iron clamp 
upon the face of the world. It was founded on , 
thrift. . Whon it ceased to be thrifty it degene- 
rated and came toan end. Takethe onae of Prus- 
ain. Tebegan with a little narrow atrip of land in 
the North of Europs—“all sting,” as ome one. 
said from its shape and the fact that its inhabit- 
ants were almost all armed men—and it waa 
nurtured by the thrift of Frederick the Great's 
father, who prepared a yast treasnre and a vast 
army Woe economy ‘which wo should call 
sordid, but which wad the wespon by which the 
greatness of Prussian was. founded, and from 
which the present German Empire has arisen, 
Fake the case of France, In my humble belief 
France, in spite of the narrative that I made at . 
the beginning of my speech, is in, reality the 
most frugal of all nations. I. am not sure that 
the French always put their money into the 
savings ‘banks and, therefore, they did’ not: 
figure so well in the proportion of depositors to 
the nation aa. some others. ma) 
the disastrous war of 1870, when France was 
crushed for a time by a forsign enemy and 
cm a money imposition which it seemed 
ont. im) 


ible that any nation could © 
ay, What happened? The stockings of the 
rench peasantry, in which they had Tent their 
savings. of years, were emptied into the cheat of 
the State and that huge indemnity and that war. 
expense was paid off in a time incredibly short. 
The other two nations. that I have spoken of 
wero made by their thrift, but France was. 
saved by her thrift. Now we come. to our 
beloved country... What are we to say of her in 
the way-of thrift? _ We have c financier, who is 


's member of Parliament, here present, Sir 


George Me rae, who would give. us’ more 
enlightenment on that point than I could, ‘be- 
cause I ait in a House which is only privileged 
to psy taxes, not to vote them. I am 
bound. to say that, speaking ‘from . that 
external point of view, I am not quite sure 
that thrift. is a governing. consideration of ~ 
our Parliament’ at this moment. (Hear,hear.) 
Thero- used: to. bo.a very considerable man, 
who was mocked at in his time, that he 
wos 6 prophet, though a minor prophet, I mean 
Joseph Hume. He was a very severe and rigid’ 


economist and the dread of persons who were .- 


guilty of extravagance in the public service. © 
Joseph Hume was eo minor a prophet that: he 
was not seen to lave left-s mantle behind him. 
At ony’ rate, no portion of ita texture, Iam

from any exalted: standpoint, I do beg those 
who are here present, and those outside these 
walls whom my words may reach, to reinember 


thet thrift is the surest ‘and the strongest © 


foundstion of an’empire—so pure, 20’ strong, 

and so necessary that no greatempire can long 

oxist that disregrads it.'- (Cheers) :
